Manners Missing 
In Todays World

Last week my sister gave a party for a graduating 
senior in her home. Invitations were mailed out IO days 
in advance and the invited guests were asked to RSVP. 
The day of the party arrived and three of the 15 who 
w ere sent invitations called to say they could not make 
the party. The other 12 neither called nor came. 
The honoree sat and waited, trying with difficulty to 
hold back the tears because no one showed up at her 
party. 
It was a deep hurt for her that she, no doubt, will 
remember for a very long time. It was an insult to her 
and to my sister who had gone to extra trouble to 
prepare tiny sandwiches and other attractive tidbits 
usually served at such affairs. 
Earlier, we learned, another young lady had been 
honored at a luncheon where only three of the invited 
guests showed up. 
Are these the kind of manners we are teaching our 
children today? Do the feelings of one human being 
mean so little that we can forego the most common of 
courtesies? 
If this young lady is strong willed and doesn’t care 
too much about others, it may not have much affect on 
her. But if she is sensitive and easily hurt, she may 
never trust another human as long as she lives, and she 
may not ever be able to share a deep friendship, for 
fear of being rejected. 
I know how I would react to a personal affront like 
this. At her vulerable age she may find it even more 
difficult to cope with the situation. 
This unhappy incident did not happen in Plano but in 
another nearby city. I hope it won t happen here, but I 
do wonder if this is a usual occurence these days. 
Courtesy does seem to be a thing of the past, and we 
are all too prone to think only of ourselves without 
consideration for others. If it is, then we need to stop 
and take inventory and decide just how we wish our 
young people to behave. We may be raising a 
generation of savages. 
It's all very easy to say our own children would not 
behave in such manner. We seldom see or want to know 
the faults of those close to us. Never the less at least 12 
mothers are guilty of some lack of attention to the 
moral sensitive nature of their off-springs. They may 
not even be aware that their daughters were guilty of 
rudeness, and if they were told, probably would be 
highly insulted. 
But sometimes we need to look deeper than the 
surface. And sometimes we have to face the fact that 
we haven’t quite done as well as we think we have, or 
as we would have liked to do. 


Quite often our children reflect what is good and 
what is bad in all of us and eventually the day com es 
that we have to face the music. It all depends on each 
individual and the rapport we form with our children. 
If we succeed we’re lucky.

Spurred by 600,000 citizen 
signatures 
gathered

Leagues across the country 
in support of campaign 
financing reform, the 1,450- 
plus delegates representing 
1,300 Leagues from every 
state in the Union, Puerto 
Rico, the Virgin Islands and 
the 
District 
of Columbia 
kicked off the convention 
M ay 
6 with a 
strongly 
worded telegram to Rep. 
Wayne Hays, chairman of 
the 
House 
Administration 
Committee. 
The telegram 
insisted on a June I deadline 
for committee action. 
On May 7, the delegates 
voted 969-433 to change the 
bylaws thereby allowing 
men 
admission 
to 
the 
League 
as 
full 
voting 
members. Until the vote, 
men had been able to join the 
League only as “ associate” 
members 
who 
could 
not 
vote, nor hold office, nor 
serve as a delegate. The vote 
followed a long and lively 
debate, but announcement of 
the results met with 
a 
standing ovation.
